VALDOSTA, Ga., Oct. 2 —The background of a man identified ten­ 
tatively as Horace W. Bikie of Pittsburgh, Pa., was studied by police 
today as they sought an explanation for his mysterious invasion of the 
home of former Governor E. D. Rivers last night, and bis subsequent 
suicide. 
Rivers and his wife both were struck over the head with the butt of 
a gun carried by the man, w'ho j --------------------------------------------------- 
gained entrance to their home at 
Lakeland through a ruse. Neither 
was seriously injured, however. 
Police said the man apparently 
had intended to kidnap Rivers. He 
was adm itted by the form er gov­ 
ernor when he explained that he 
had “an im portant package” from 
the Federal Communication* Com­ 
mission. 
Rivers, now a radio station op­ 
erator, suspected nothing and ad­ 
m itted the late caller. 
As soon a.s 
he was jn the door, the man drew' 
a gun and warned Rivers to turn 
on no lights and make no outcry. 
Rivers leaped at the man, seizing 
both his hands, and both men 
rolled on the floor in a furious 
scuffle.

noise, joined in the battle to aid 
her husband, and soon she and 
Rivers gained the upper hand. The 
intruder then fled in an autom o­

A r m y Hospitals C a r e for Soldier s Health 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


• Yesterday I visited an army 
hospital—the first one I have seen 
of those erected in the present 
emergency.

gia were the motives that ani­ 
mated me. And the scene brought 
back very vividly the years I spent 
in one during s previous emer­ 
gency. 
The general plan of the present 
hospitals is identical with the old 
one*— a series of wards, all one 
story high, connected by covered 
runways. 
To each ward is as­ 
signed an attending physician or 
surgeon, and on each ward one or 
more nurses are on duty con­ 
stantly. 
The laboratories for examina­ 
tion of blood, uripe, tissue, etc., 
X-ray equipment, the surgical op­ 
erating rooms are all well-equipped 
with th* most up-to-date appli­ 
ances. 
There was rn thoroughly 
modern set of dental offices ss well 
ss adequate ear, nose snd throat 
snd eye clinics in the hospital I 
a*#. 
Physical Therapy 
An especial feature is a build­ 
ing devoted to physical therapy— 
baths, water treatments of ail 
kinds, tight treatment, diathermy, 
massage rehabilitation exercises, 
etc. This important field of treat­ 
ment is most necessary in con­ 
valescent treatment of sprain*, 
fractures, dislocatiofis snd similar 
injuries to 
which 
soldier* ere 
subject in the strenuous life of 
maneuvers. 
I was much impressed with the 


character and professional quali­ 
fications of the medical officers I 
met. 
They have come from re­ 
sponsible 
positions 
in 
private 
practice, and many have been well 
trained in specialties. 
Most of 
them naturally are young, but all 
of them have had a year in a 
civilian hospital as internes, and 
in most eases an additional year 
as a resident physician, so they 
are well-equipped in knowledge of 
hospital ways. 
g At the hospital I visited there 
ira regular staff meetings of the 
doctors to discuss difficult cases, 
and a weekly meeting at which re­ 
ports in medical journals of new 
development! in all branches of 
medicine and aurgery are dis­ 
cussed. 
I was surprised to find so few 
cases of contagious disease?. That 
was a constant problem with us 
during the last war. It was largely 
due, I believe, to the sudden min­ 
gling of large groups of men from 
different parts of the country— 
these contacts set loose disease 
germs to which one group has ac­ 
quired no immunity. In the pres­ 
ent crisis draftees are inducted in 
smaller groups, which cuts down 
wholesale cross infections. There 
has been some measles and mumps, 
but not nearly as much as was our 
experience.
